Sec 1. Bs it enacted by tkt Senats and limits of Repre-
sentatives of the United States of America in Congress

Thai from and after the fiist day of December next,
ia liea of tbc duties heretofore impoied by Itw on the arti-
cles he re L". after mentioned, and on such at rosy now be ex-
empt from duty, there shall be levied, collected, and paid,
on the foods, warei, od merchandise beicin enumerated and
pwided fur, imported from foreign countries, the following
latet of duly that U to lajrt

On goods, wäret, and merchandise mentioned ia schedule
A, a duty of ons hundred per centum ad ralorem.

On goods, wares, and merchandise mentioned ia schedule
B, a duty of forty per centum ad valorem.

On goods, wares, aod merchandise mentioned ia, schedule
C, a duty of thirty per centum ad valorem.

consignee.

Sec. 5. And bt it fartier tnaeted. That from inj after
- Um first day of December next, ia lieu of the bounty here-ttafe- re

authorized by law to be paid on the exportation of
pickled fi-- h of the fisheries of the Uoited States, there shall
be allowed, on the exportation thereof, if cured with foreign

alt, a drawback equal in amount to the duty paid on the
alt, aod no more, to be ascertained under such regulation

as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the Treatury.
cc. 6. And be it further enacted. That all goods, wares,

and merchandise imported after the passage of this act, and
which may be in the public stores on the second day of De-

cember next, shall be subject to no other duty upon the entry
thereof, than if the same were imported respectively after
that day.

Sec. 7. And bs it further enatted. That the twelfth sec-

tion of the act entitled "An act to provide revenue from im-

ports, and to change aod modify existing laws imposing
duties on imports aod foi other purposes," approved August
thirty, eighteen hundred and forty-two- ," shall be, and the

ame is hereby, so far modified, that all goods imported from
this side the Cape of Good Hope or Cape Horn may lemaitt
in the public stores for the space of one year instead of the
term of sixty days prescribed ia the said section and that
all goods imported from beyond the Cape of Good Hope or
Cape Horn may remain in the public stoics one yeai instead
of the term of ninety days prescribed in the said section.

Sec 8. And bs it further stacted. That it shall be lawful
fjr the owner, consignee, or agent of imports which have
been actually purchased, on the entiy of the same, to make
such addition in the entry to the cost or value given in the
is voice, as in his opinion may raise the same to the true
market value of such imports in the piincipal markets of
the country whence the importation shall have been made,
or in which the goods imported shall have been originally
manufactured or produced, as the case may be t and to add
thereto all costs and charges which under existing laws,
would form a part of the true value at the port where toe
ame may be entered, upon which the duties should be

assessed. And it shall be the duty of the collector within
whose district the same may be imported or entered to cause
the dutiable value of such imports to be appraised, estimated,
aod ascertained in accordance with the provisos of existing
laws i and if the appraised value thereof shall exceed by ten
per centum or more the value to declared oa the entry, then,
ia addition to the) duties imposed by law oa the same, there
shall be levied, collected, and paid, a duty of twenty per
centum ad valoiem on such appraised value t Provided,
neverthelee; That under no circumstances shall the duty be
assessed upon an amount less than the invoice value, any
law of Congress to the contrary notwithstanding.

Sec. 9. And bs it further enacted, That the deputies of
any collector, naval officer, or surveyor, and the cleiks em
ployed by any collector, naval officer, surveyor, or appraiser,
who are not by existing laws required to be sworn, man,
feefoie entering upon their respective duties, or, u already
employed, before continuing in the discharge thereof, take
and subscribe an oath or affirmation faithfully and diligently
to perform such duties, and to use their best endeavors to
prevent and detect frauds upon the revenue of the United
Mates i which oath or affirmation shall be administered by
the collector of the port or district where the said deputies
or clerks may be employed, and shall be of a form to be pre
scribed by the Secretary of the Treasury.

Sec 10. And bs it further enacted, That no officer or
ether person connected with the navy of the United Slates,
hall, under any pretence, import in any ship or vessel of

the United States any goods, wares, or merchandise liable to
the payment of any duty.

Sec. 11. And bs it further enacted. That all acts and parts
tf acts repugnant to the provisions of this act be, and the
same are hereby, repealed.
